a specified reference".

Consequently, since the inventions in independent claims 10-18 do 
not share a special technical feature within the meaning. of PCt Rule 13.2, 
the group of inventions are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept. 

A matter common to claim 19 and dependent claims 20-21 is that ''a 
specified duration judging unit for judging the elapse of a specified 
duration of at least 2-frame duration and outputting a polarity inversion 
control signal for inverting the polarity of the above liquid crystal 
drive voltage is provided, and the above liquid crystal drive signal 
processing unit is provided with a polarity processing unit that allows 
the above liquid crystal drive signal processing unit to invert the polarity 
of the above liquid crystal drive voltage according to the above polarity 
inversion control signal to keep a liquid crystal drive voltage applied, 
at each pixel, to a liquid crystal layer at the same polarity for at least 
2-frame duration in relation to a specified reference".
